Welfare fraud probes 
rapped by Grand Jury 


The County Grand Jury in an interim report on the County Welfare Depart­ 
ment filed today with the Superior Court and Board of Supervisors claimed that 
inadequate departmental monitoring of welfare fraud investigations in recent 
years has caused “hundreds of cases of alleged or suspected cases of fraud to 
be backlogged and never opened or investigated.” 
As a result the report alleged, “cases totaling approximately $150,000 were 
dropped from the active caseloads.” 
The report was based on research by the Grand Jury’s Health and Welfare 
Committee headed by Mrs. Ann Jaqua of Santa Barbara. The report also said 
that there are now 368 active pending cases and that “more than $500,000 is due 
the county under numerous, voluntary and court-ordered restitution 
agreements.” . 
The report recommended that the Welfare Department strengthen the fraud 
investigation function by providing additional support for required overtime, 
automobiles and clerical support. It also recommended that the district at­ 
torney’s office, in cooperation with the welfare fraud investigation staff, “con­ 
duct an on-going training program and fraud detection and investigation for all 
eligibility workers and become a required part of training for all new eligibility 
workers.” 
The report also alleged there are “unrealistic payment schedules” for those 
convicted of fraud and on probation and restitution schedules. One case was 
cited where $4,000 was involved for repayment and the schedule called for only 
$15 per month to be paid. There is “no enforcement of non-probation cases,” 
the report stated.

Malpractice insurance 
plan narrowly approved 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The As­ 
sembly has voted narrow approval to a 
diluted version of Gov. Edmond G. 
Brown Jr.’s plan to help doctors deal 
with soaring medical malpractice in­ 
surance rates. 
The bill (AB2939), opposed by the in­ 
fluential 25,000-member California 
Medical Association, was sent to the 
Senate Thursday on a 42-22 Vote, only one 
more than the majority needed. 
Supporters say the legislation, if pas­ 
sed and signed by the governor, would 
provide an average $4,000 insurance 
B 
nium for doctors the first year with 
ted increases each year thereafter. 
Some doctors working in “high-risk” 
areas currently are paying as much as 
$35,000 a year for insurance. 
Heading floor opposition to the bill was 
the legislature’s only physician, As­ 
semblyman Robert McLennan, R- 
Downey, who warned that someone

would have to pay a lot of money if the 
measure’s proposed state-operated in­ 
surance pool went bankrupt. 
“I can’t accept the possibility that tax­ 
payers or doctors may have to pay in Ute 
end,” McLennan said. 
Physicians walked off the job in 
Southern California in January to protest 
skyrocketing insurance rates. The strike 
prompted continuous 
negotiations 
between the state and medical profes­ 
sion. 
The Brown plan, which would allow 
doctors a choice between two state- 
operated insurance funds, originally in­ 
cluded controversial provisions requir­ 
ing doctors to provide free or reduced- 
cost care to the poor. 
The provisions were removed during 
negotiations between doctors, ad­ 
ministration officials, and lawmakers. 
Under the proposal, California’s physi­ 
cians would be asked to vote whether 
they wanted a state-operated, doctor- 
financed mandatory insurance fund. Six­ 
ty or more per cent of the doctors would 
have to agree before the fund would be 
activated. 
If that failed, a second voluntary fund 
would begin providing 18,000 of the 
state’s 30,000 physicians signed up. 
Assembl)*nan Howard Berman, D- 
Beverly Hills, who is carrying the 
measure for Brown, said it was not a 
“perfectsplan” to solve the medical 
malpractice crisis, but he added, “I 
haven’t been able to find anything bet­ 
ter.”

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A proposed 
$12.88 billion version of the proposed 
state budget was smoothly adopted by 
the Senate Finance Committee Thursday 
with controversial issues such as the 
Agricultural Labor Relations Board 
intentionally left to be resolved later. 
The tentative spending proposal for the 
fiscal year beginning July I was $272 
milUm more than originally sought by 
Gov. Edmund G Brown Jr., but smaller 
than the rival $13 billion budget ap­ 
proved by the Assembly Ways and Means 
Committee Tuesday. 
The committee took less than an hour 
to assemble the package and approve it 
on a 10-1 vote, thanks to more than two 
months preliminary work by budget sub­ 
committees. 
It now goes to the full Senate and, if 
passed, then to a two-house conference 
committee where a final draft will be 
prepared. 
The only surprise was an uncontested 
9-0 decision to include $6 9 million to 
revive Brown’s beleaguered farm labor 
board for the year — thus assuring the is­ 
sue will be open for negotiations in the 
conference committee. 
The Assembly committee has rejected 
any financing for the board. If the 
Finance Committee had followed suit, 
there would have been no chance of con­ 
tinuing negotiations in the long running 
dispute between Brown and farmers 
about the alterations farm labor law. 
“There is an undisputed feeling among 
agriculture in California that this board 
should be funded,” said committee 
member Sen. Howard Way, R-Exeter, 
himself a farmer and previously an oppo­ 
nent of the agency. What changed his 
mind to keeping the issue alive, he in­ 
dicated, was a pending farm labor in­ 
itiative sponsored by Cesar Chavez. 
Also left to be resolved in the con­ 
ference committee was Brown’s $242 
million proposal to grant nearly all state 
employes a flat $70-a-month raise. 
Neither the Senate nor Assembly ver­ 
sion contained the controversial 
proposal, but both carried larger 
amounts for salaries and fringe benefits 
with an eye toward further negotiations. 
Apparently dead, however, was 
Brown’s request for $383,000 to provide

the Highway Patrol for the first time 
with radar. Both the Senate and As­ 
sembly committee voted against it. 
Of the $272 million added to Brown’s 
orginal budget, about $107 million could 
be attributed to increases sought by the 
governor. The committee added the 
remaining $165 million, with the largest 
chunks earmarked for increases in 
welfare programs. Final totals were sub­ 
ject to revision during negotiations. 
The committee, for example, added 
$52.3 million extra for cost-of-living in­ 
creases for aged, blind and disabled 
recipients. That amount provided for a 


12-month inflation raise instead of a six- 
month increase proposed by Brown. 
Defeated by a 4-6 vote was a demand 
by Sen. Dennis Carpenter, R-Newport 
Beach, to delete from the budget $1.5 
million for the proposed new state 
coastal commission, an agency which 
has not been approved. 
Carpenter complained that putting the 
money in the budget beforehand made it 
easier to enact bitterly controversial 
coastline protection legislation by reduc­ 
ing the two-thirds legislative vote needed 
for appropriations measures to a simple 
majority.

Signorelli added, “the board certainly 
agrees he has done fine work for the past 
IS jm rs.”

President Ford and Soviet leader 
Leonid I. Brezhnev, in simultaneous 
Moscow-Washhigton ceremonies, today 
signed an historic five-year treaty to 
regulate nuclear explosions for peaceful 
purposes. 
The Treaty on Underground Nuclear 
Explosions for Peaceful Purposes would 
limit the size of such blasts and, for the 
first time in the history of U.S.-Soviet 
relations, allow American and Russian 
specialists to observe each other’s 
nuclear blasts over IOO kilotons. The 
Russians plan to use such explosions to 
divert water sources and dig mine 
shafts. 
In the White House East Room, Ford 
signed two copies of the pact, calling it 
“an historic milestone in the history of 
arms control agreements.” Soviet Am­ 
bassador Anatoly F. Dobrynin, 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger and 
CIA Director George Bush stood by. 
“It is a significant step ... toward a 
stable and more peaceful world,” Ford 
said. 
Nearly 4,900 miles away in the 
Kremlin, Soviet Communist Party 
General Secretary Brezhnev signed the 
accord with U.S. Ambassador Walter 
Stoessel and members of the Soviet 
Politburo looking on in white and gold 
vaulted Vladmir Hall. 
It was IO a m. EDT in Washington and 
4 p.m. in Moscow. 
Brezhnev hailed the treaty as a “useful 
work.” But he also noted “there are 
major problems still awaiting solutions’’ 
in negotiations over a new strategic 
arms limitation agreement between the 
two superpowers. 
"Combined with earlier agreements, 
the treaty represents another link in the 
chain of measures geared to contain the 
growth of armaments, to achieve the 
goal of a total and general stoppage of 
nuclear weapons tests,” Brezhnev said. 
The peaceful explosions treaty will be 
presented to the Senate along with a . 
another U.S.-Soviet treaty limiting un­ 
derground nuclear weapons tests. Both 
are expected to be approved. 
The Treaty bans underground explo­ 
sions for peaceful purposes of more than 
150 kilotons (the equivalent of 150.000 
pounds of TNT) but would allow a group 
of coordinated explosions totaling 1.500 
kilotons. The atom bomb which 
devastated Hiroshima in World War II 
had an explosive force of 20 kilotons. 
The Soviets, U.S. officials said, intend 
to use peaceful nuclear blasts to divert 
new water sources into the Caspian Sea 
which is becoming increasingly salty, as 
well as to open up new mine shafts. 
The United States plans no such 
peaceful blasts. Dr. Fred Dele, director 
of the Arms Control and Disarmament 
Agency, told reporters the U.S. 
specialists had concluded the economics 
and technical problems in peaceful 
nuclear explosions made them less feasi­ 
ble than conventional explosions. 
The accord also creates a joint con­ 
sultative commission through which both 
sides must forward technical informa­ 
tion about projected peaceful nuclear ex­ 
plosions. 


Major tax revision 
measure approved 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A major tax 
revision bill, including extension of 
current tax cuts, has the approval of the 
Senate Finance Committee but faces a 
floor challenge from liberals who said it 
makes a mockery of reform 
The bill was ordered reported Thurs­ 
day after an all day mopup session that 
included the tax cut, possible retirement 
breaks for some housewives, stronger 
curbs on release of tax information 
which could bring a First Amendment 
challenge from newspapers, and a 
stream of small special interest amend­ 
ments 
Tax withholding rates would remain 
exactly the same at least for another 
year under the committee bill. The 
current cuts expire June 30 President 
Ford’s requested larger tax cuts were 
not considered 
The “reform” sections of the bill 
would raise about $1 billion in new 
Treasury revalue for each of the next 
five years — about half the amount 
demanded by the Senate Budget Com­ 
mittee — while a stronger House bill 
would raise $1.4 billion the first year, 
ranging up to $2.4 billion in five years.

clinic seen here 


A “ scaled to in co m e’’ 
nfedical clinic may start opera­ 
tion in Lompoc, providing . 
enough volunteers, donated 
equipment and a building can 
be secured. 
The La Casa Regional Family 
Health Center is planning to 
open a branch outpatient clinic 
here by July, Guillermo Barela 
said this week. Those eligible to 
use the facility will be: 
* Senior citizens without 
adequate Medi-Cal and Medi­ 
care coverage. 
* 'Those unemployed and lack­ 
ing sufficient resources for 
medical care. 
* Those in need of transporta­ 
tion to the hospital or doctor’s 
office. (“ We will transport 
them.’’) 
* Those Spanish-speaking 
persons who cannot com ­ 
municate in English. 
F ees ch arg ed to clinic 
patients will be “scaled to in­ 
come, but if they have no 
resources, it will be free if our 
resources allow,” said Barela. 
He said he has talked to 
numerous valley people and 
organizations — inclii^ing the 
base hospital, FC! hospital ad­ 
ministrator; Lompoc District 
Hospital adm inistrator. Red 
Cross, Com m unity Action 
Center and Mayor E.C. Stevens 
— and ail “have agreed in con­ 
cept and agreed to help us.” 
The La Casa RFHC - a 
branch of La Casa De La Raza, 
a non-profit organization based 
in Santa Barbara — already has 
a clinic in Santa Barbara and 
Guadalupe. Both are financed 
through federal, state and 
private grants. 
In 
m a k in g th e g ra n t 
proposals, La Casa indicated it 
would open a clinic branch in 
Lompoc, said Barela, who will 
serve as the clinic’s director. 
He said he has asked several 
area doctors and nurses to do 
volunteer work in the facility 
and some have agreed. 
In addition to professional 
and lay help, medical and mis­ 
cellaneous equipment which 
can be donated or leased at low 
cost is needed. 
Also, a clinic site is needed, 
preferably a house with a 
kitchen, bathroom and at least 
three other rooms, outlined 
Barela. 
He noted that the owner who 
donates the house for this pur­ 
pose would receive a “ tax 
benefit.” 
“I have a carpenter and a 
painter who will donate their 
services to refurnish the

La Casa, according taBarela, 
received some $180,00(nn grant 
funds based on a past study 
which revealed there are 440 
doctors in the County Medical

in the Lompoc area. 
“Although between 40 and 45 
per cent of the peculation does 
not live in the Santa Barbara 
area, approximately 75 per cent 
of the physicians reside and 
practice in that area.

Los Olivos pleacis 
for rec facilities

County 
Auditor-Controller 
Paul Floyd declared Thursday 
that while he did not personally 
participate in joint discussions 
with the administrative office 
and planning department 
relative to a report on con­ 
solidation, of the county’s en­ 
vironmental office with the 
Planning Department, others 
from his office did take part. 
Floyd said he was on vacation 
at the time and wanted to 
clarify reports that he had 
bypassed the sessions. He said 
his assistant, William Parsons, 
and William Tanner, a division 
chief, represented his office. 
Refusal of Floyd to sign the 
findings of the joint study in­ 
volving the three offices has led 
to the Board of Supervisors 
calling on Floyd to make a 
separate report as to possible 
cost and efficiency benefits of 
the proposed merger. 
Floyd explained he did not 
sign the report “because in my 
opinion, there was not an 
adequate cost study made.” 
He said he agreed with Super­ 
visor Robert E. Kallman that 
the report over the signatures 
of Administrative Officer Ray­ 
mond D. Johnson and Planning 
Director Britt Johnson was not 
complete in cost study aspects. 
The assumption of no cost 
savings in the report was based 
on the feeling the two offices 
would remain as they are, 
Floyd said. He declared that he 
feels this assumption may not 
be valid. 
“We are not criticizing the 
report, we’re just saying it is 
not complete,” added Floyd. 
“We will have to do an analysis 
to see if savings can be made.” 


A group of Los Olivos citizens 
has petitioned the County Park 
Commission to consider county 
acquisition of the Los Olivos 
Elementary School property for 
county recreational purposes. 


Parks Director Michael 
Pahos was directed to meet 
with Willie Chamberlin, 
spokesman for the group, to 
have a request drawn up for 
Board of Supervisor considera­ 
tion to have the school building, 
which is unable to meet Field 
Act standards, converted into a 
Veterans Memorial Building 
for use of Santa Ynez Valley 
residents. 


The building, on a 3.2 acre 
parcel, will be vacant this fall 
when classes resume in a new 
l^tilding, the commission was 
told. The property could be used 
for 4-H Club activities, meeting 
place for community groups, 
and other gatherings now 
finding it difficult to get a 
meeting place, it was stated. 


Pahos said he couldn’t recom­

Chamberlin, school board 
president, declared on the other 
hand he did not feel a service 
area should be set up to finance 
the u n d e r ta k in g , as the 
facilities have been and would 
continue to be used by 
numerous groups from various 
Valley areas. 


The petition carried the* 
names of 62 residents of the 
community. 


Chambertin pointed out that 
lack of park facilities wasn’t 
the only problem in the com­ 
munity that he could see com­ 
ing up.

Americans 
to travel 
on holiday

Americans are expected to 
travel 13.2 billion miles over the 
Memorial Day weekend and ex­ 
perts estimate that between 340 
and 400 of them will die in traf­ 
fic accidents. 
Hie holiday officially begins 
today at 6 p.m. and ends at mid­ 
night Monday, May 31. 
Recreational areas and tou­ 
rist attractions were getting 
ready for the flood of weekend 
vacationers seeking fun, hope­ 
fully, in the sun. However, get­ 
ting to their destinations could 
be both dangerous and expen­ 
sive for the travelers. 
Wisconsin Gov. Patrick J. 
Lucey has declared a state of 
emergency for the four-day 
holiday and has ordered the 
National Guard to assist in traf­ 
fic control, and “ sp ecial 
arrangem ents” 
have 
been 
made to handle the 420,000 vehi­ 
cles expected to travel on the 
Ohio Turnpike during the ex­ 
tended weekend. 
Motorists will find gas prices 
higher — by up to 17 cents per 
gallon. 
The American Automobile 
Association, in a pre-holiday 
survey, found some California 
resort areas charging as much 
as 77.9 cents per gallon for 
regular . 80.9 cents for premi­ 
um. 
The AAA said lowest prices 
were reported in areas around 
Houston, where regular is going 
for 46.9 cents and premium for 
50.9. 
Prices were expected to be 
raised 2 cents per gallon at In­ 
dianapolis, in time for the 
Memorial Day 500-mile auto 
race. 
However, the survey showed 
there will be enough gas to go 
around and a sufficient number 
of stations open to handle the 
anticipated rush. 
Vincent Tofany, president of 
the National Safety Council, 
said the use of safety belts by 
holiday travelers could save 
nearly IOO lives and prevent 
many of the projected 16,000 to 
19,000 disabling injuries. 
"We estimate that 13.2 billion 
miles will be driven over the 
holiday period,” Tofany said, 
‘‘and we know that all of that 
travel could be done much more 
safely if all motorists made the 
best use of the safety equip­ 
ment installed in their vehicles. 


Slaying ends 
in outburst of 
street killing 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) — 
The machine gun slaying of lef­ 
tist leader Kamal Jumblatt’s 
sister touched off an outburst of 
street killings and kidnapings 
across Lebanon today. 
A leftist newspaper said ll 
Moslems were picked at ran­ 
dom and executed on the street. 
Militia sources estimated about 
50 persons were killed and more 
than IOO wounded before the 
violence subsided. 
For the second time in a 
week, rightists shelled Beirut 
Airport and warned that air­ 
craft would be attacked if they 
brought weapons for leftist 
gunmen. 
The new outbreak, spurred by 
the shooting death Thursday of 
Linda Jumblatt Al-Atrash, 58, 
jeopardized 
president-elect 
Elias Sarkis’ peace efforts. 
The usually impassive Jum ­ 
blatt wept at the news of the 
shooting, saying his sister died 
‘‘as a martyr of honor.” But he 
appealed to his troops “ to 
refrain from any spontaneous 
reaction so as not to spoil her 
pure martyrdom.” 


Team sters known as PROD 
Inc., pulled together for the 
first time all known evidence of 
alleged corruption in the 
nation’s biggest union. 
PROD members see it as a 
possible wedge for reform and 
hope it may spur official in­ 
vestigations. 
The report sketched a dra­ 
matic portrait of the Interna­ 
tional Brotherhood of Team­ 
sters as a corrupt giant con­ 
trolled totally by Fitzsimmons, 
whose cronies are rewarded 
with annual salaries exceeding 
$100,000, free cars and homes, 
huge pensions and unlimited ex­ 
tras. 
While outlining specific finan­ 
cial abuses by nearly 200 named 
Teamster leaders, the report 
generally accused them of 
violating federal labor law and 
sealing “ sweetheart” deals 
with employers. 
“ There is at least one lawsuit 
on every other page,” said 
author Arthur Fox. 
Teamsters officials refused 
to comment. But a trucking 
company spokesman said the 
117-page report simply put 
“ everything between two co­ 
vers.” 
Prompted in part by the un­ 
solved disappearance of ex- 
Teamsters boss Jimmy Hof fa, 
the report said fear of physical 
harm and unemployment has 
squelched reform e ffo rts 
among the union's 2.3 million 
members. 
Government failure and the 
weakness of federal labor law 
were blamed for allowing 
Teamster corruption. 
Teamster reform is impossi­ 
ble, the report said. But Fox 
was less pessimistic when he 
told reporters "the tide is about 
to change in the Teamsters un- 
• _ ti 
ion. 
He said Fitzsimmons has one 
last chance to shape up the un­ 
ion during an upcoming Las 
Vegas convention; he can ex­ 
pect the union to be reformed 
by “ outsiders" once the federal 
goverment and the Senate con­ 
clude current intestigations. 
The report found that 147 
favored Teamster officials re­ 
ceived more than $40,000 each 
from the union during 1974 — 17 
of them more than $100,000, a 
dozen more than $120,000 and a 
few approaching $200,000. 
Fitzsimmons himself draws a 
$125,000 annual salary, it said, 
“ far and away more than other 
unions pay their top officials,” 
and has the use of a home 
valued at $160,000, with furnish­ 
ings listed at $143,919, a new 
luxury car each year and an un­ 
limited expense account. 


Father, son 
accused of 
bilking 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - A 
father and son who supervised 
the rehabilitation of thousands 
of homes repossessed by the 
federal government have been 
accused of bilking the Depart­ 
ment of Housing and Urban 
Development out of more than 
$365,000 
The 21-count indictment was 
one of seven handed down 
Thursday against IO persons by 
federal grand juries working 
with a federal task force prob­ 
ing fraud and corruption in the 
housing industry. 
Mike Hanich, 61, of suburban 
Covina and his son, Richard, 33, 
of West Covina were charged 
with obtaining HUD money 
between 1970 and 1972 for repair 
work never performed or done 
by fictitious contractors. 
The two men were area 
management brokers during 
that period for approximately 
one half of the all residences in 
Los Angeles County that HUD 
owned because of default by 
persons whose mortgages had 
been insured by the govern­ 
ment As such, they arranged 
for repair work so the homes 
could be resold 
The indictment also named 
Christine Hanich, 31, wife of the 
son. and Charles Harris, 53, a 
contractor from Lake Havasu 
City, Ariz. The younger Hanich 
was a Republican candidate for 
the California Assembly from 
another suburban area in 1968.

ATLANTA (UPI) - Measles 
epidemics could get worse and 
massive outbreaks of crippling 
polio are possible unless about 5 
million young children are vac­ 
cinated against both diseases, 
according to a national Center 
for Disease Control official. 
Dr. John Witte, director of 
the Immunization Division of 
the CDC, Thursday warned 65 
to 70 per cent of pre-school age 
children — or about 5 million — 
lack proper im m unization 
against polio and measles. 
“The thing that really con­ 
cerns us is that there are safe, 
effective vaccines against the 
childhood diseases of polio, 
m easles, diphtheria, rubella 
and mumps and parents are not 
getting their children im ­ 
munized," Witte said. 
He said measles epidemics 
already are occurring in many 
a re a s and the num ber of 
reported cases of polio is well 
above last year. 
"We’re keeping an eye on the 
polio situation," Witte said. 
“ The possibility of outbreaks is 


there. There are many suscepti­ 
ble children." 
He said both middle class and 
ghetto children are among 
those not properly immunized. 
"If polio gets into a central 
city ghetto, it is very likely to 
spread.” he said. 
Witte noted an "effective oral 
polio vaccine is now available,” 
but its use has decreased 
because of high levels of im­ 
munity. 
So far this year, 23,880 cases 
of measles have been reported, 
compared to 13,635 for the same 
period in 1975 Witte said the ac­ 
tual number of cases probably 
is double the number reported 
by state health departments. 
For the week ended May 15, 
there were 2,590 cases, which 
Witte termed "the highest in 
any single week at least since 
1968 ” 
He said there have been four 
cases of polio reported so far 
this year, compared to six for 
all of 1975. with the late sum­ 
mer and fall polio season yet to 
come. 
Veteran stripper tells 
of Kennedy intimacies 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
old question of “ who will judge 
the judges” is now in the hands 
of the Supreme Court with a lat- 
terday issue of whether federal 
jurists are constitutionally en­ 
titled to a cost-of-living raise. 
The U.S. Court of Claims 
asked the Suprem e Court 
Thursday to rule on whether 
they must disqualify them­ 
selves in a suit filed by 83 sit­ 
ting federal district and ap­ 
pellate jurists. 
The 82 judges claim that Arti­ 
cle HI of the Constitution, 
which creates the federal 
courts and bars a pay cut for 
sitting judges, means they are 
entitled to a cost of living 
salary increase to keep step 
with inflation. 
Without it, they claim the 
constitution is violated because 
the purchasing power of their 
salary has declined. 
The 82 judges asked for raises 
and retroactive payments to 
make up for inflation losses. 
The seven court of claims 
judges and the nine Supreme 
Court justices have a strong in­ 
terest in the case. A victory on 
constitutional grounds means a 
pay raise for all of them. 
District judges now receive 
$42,000 a year. Eight justices 
are paid $63,000, with Chief 
Justice Warren E. Burger get­ 
ting $65,600 
Census tells 
of more voters 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Census Bureau estimates 150 
million Americans will be old 
enough to vote in the November 
election — IO million more than 
in 1972 
The bureau also reported 
Thursday that the West and the 
South are the regions with the 
fastest growth rates in eligible 
voters since the last election. 
Eligible voters increased ll 
per cent in western states and 
10.2 per cent in southern states 
since 1972. it said. This com­ 
pared with 4.7 per cent for 
north central states and 3.2 per 
cent for northeastern states 


DETROIT (UPI) - Veteran 
stripper Tempest Storm, anoth­ 
er woman claiming to have 
known the late President John 
F. Kennedy intimately, said 
when “ the clothes came off, 
politics was not discussed.” 
Miss Storm, 45. made the 
allegation Thursday on the 
WXYZ-TV show “ A M. De­ 
troit."

All received a modest 5 per 
cent raise last fall along with 
other government workers, but 
have not had a major pay in­ 
crease since 1969. The district 
judges said their salaries are 
now only $27,510 in 1969 dollars. 
In 1920, the Supreme Court 
ruled that federal income taxes 
could not be deducted from the 
salaries of judges sitting when 
the tax was passed because it 
would be an unconstitutional 
decrease in compensation. The 
high court recognized it was 
feathering its own nest, but 
created a "doctrine of neces­ 
sity" to avoid disqualification. 
Essentially 
the 
doctrine 
means that if all judges are dis­ 
qualified, none of them are. 
But in 1974 Congress passed a 
law requiring any federal judge 
to disqualify himself “ in a 
proceeding in which his impar­ 
tiality might reasonably be 
questioned.” 
"The judges of the Court of 
Claims are unanimously of the 
view that (the 1974 law), taken 
literally, requires each of them 
to disqualify himself in these 
cases," the judges said in seek­ 
ing a Supreme Court ruling, 
“ because each has an interest 
in the subject matter of the con­ 
troversy that could be substan­ 
t i a l affected by the outcome of 
the proceeding.” 
They asked the Supreme 
Court to decide whether they 
must disqualify themselves un­ 
der the 1974 law or whether 
there was an implied ‘‘doctrine 
of necessity’’ allowing them to 
hear the case 


feet Tuesday. 
The judge said a hearing on 
requests for a temporary in­ 
junction against the stamp 
regulations would be held on 
next Friday. 
Corcoran said his ruling did 
not deal with the merits of the 
case. But he said the plaintiffs 
had raised “ a significant ques­ 
tion of legality and consti­ 
tutionality ... (and) a matter of 
such complexity and public in­ 
terest deserves full and fair 
hearings." 
The judge said many Ameri­ 
cans "might be gravely affec­ 
ted" if the regulations were 
allowed to take effect before 
judicial review. On the other 
hand, he said, "a brief delay, 
and I emphasize brief, would do 
little or no injury to the federal 
government” which can contin­ 
ue stamp program operations 
under existing rules. 
Attorney Ronald Pollack, 
a r g u i n g in b e h a l f of a 
nationwide anti-hunger coali­ 
tion, contended that allowing a 
$1.2 billion cutback in the stamp 
p r o g r a m 
would 
c a u s e 
"irreparable injury" to many 
poor people and states. 
The plaintiffs in the case 
were a coalition of 109 labor, 
religious and other groups, 28 
states and 73 individuals. 
Justice Department lawyers 
defended the new regulations, 
saying the rules would not 
cause any "irreparable injury” 
to the needy because they could 
be reimbursed if the reforms 
are ultimately declared illegal

Cost of living salary adjust­ 
ments which basically provide 
six per cent increases for cer­ 
tificated personnel and six and 
a half per cent for classified 
employes was agreed upon by 
trustees of the Santa Ynez 
Valley High School District at a 
special meeting this week. 
Action of the board followed 
two separate evenings of talks 
Monday and Tuesday nights 
with representatives of the 
T each ers A ssn., and the 
school’s chapter of the Califor­ 
nia School Employes Assn. 
Both groups had been previous­ 
ly recognized by the board as 
exclusive bargaining agents for 
their respective organizations. 
The difference in the percen­ 
tage increase given the cer­ 


tific a te d and c la ss ifie d 
employes came after cer­ 
tificated personnel had asked 
for a 14 per cent cost of living 
raise and consideration by the 
trustees of an unspecified 
amount in extra pay for extra 
work. 
The school board and the cer­ 
tificated group worked out a 
compromise. District Supt. 
George B. Smith said the cer­ 
tificated personnel were given 
part of what they had asked for, 
extra work and by reducing the 
increase by one half of one per 
cent. 
The classified employes had 
asked for a cost of living in­ 
crease that was equivalent at 
least to the Bureau of Labor 
statistics index, which in the

The Avenue of the Flags —

for the company, and relieve 
the company of providing 
further service to Santa Ynez 
Valley. 
Recommendations for the 
revision in service and subsidy 
requirements for the company 
have been drawn up by the 
county administrative office. 


The ambulance company 
previously had filed notice it 
planned to discontinue its South 
Coast and Santa Ynez Valley 
operations on the basis of insuf­ 
ficient subsidy from the county. 
The Santa Ynez Valley opera­ 
tion was pointed to as a money 
lo ser, d espite the $2,000 
monthly subsidy paid the com­ 
pany by the county. 


The supervisors will be told 
the Santa Ynez Valley "cannot 
support an ambulance service 
with the present subsidy struc­ 
ture.’’ Ambulance costs in the 
Valley area are estimated at 
between $4,000 and $5,000 per 
month with average income 
received by the company for 
services rendered amounts to 
about $1,600 monthly, the report 
stated 


Three alternatives were 
presented in regard to the 
future Santa Ynez Valley am­ 
bulance situation. 
(I) These include discontinu­ 
ing ambulance stationed in 
Santa Ynez Valley arid have

count for approximately two- 
thirds of the average property 
tax bill. 
Hart, a co-author of this 
legislation, spoke in favor of the 
bill before the full Assembly 
session. 
“ A tax on property should 
fund only those government 
services which directly protect 
or benefit property. Dramatic 
increases in property assess­ 
ments have made this the most 
burdensome of any form of tax­ 
ation.” said Hart 
“Several other property tax 
reform m easures are still 
pending in the State Senate; 
however, after this vote on ACA 
102, I’m not optimistic about 
these bills being enacted into 
law this year,” Hart concluded.

Proposition 13 


The biggest problem facing 
a homeowner when retirement 
comes and earning capacity 
diminishes is that he or she 
must depend upon savings or 
retirement benefits to subsist. 
Fixed income is another 
definition. And the crisis 
comes when the property tax 
must be met on the family 
home. 
Even if, through years of 
payments and frugality the 
mortgage is paid, the bill for 
taxes usually is substantial. 
Inflation and the tax asses­ 
sor’s office and the govern­ 
ment as a whole have seen to 
that. 
Proposition 13 on the June 8 
primary ballot is an attempt to 
mitigate this problem to allow 
homeowners, age 62 and over, 
with low or moderate in­ 
comes, to postpone payment of 
property taxes on their prin­ 
cipal place of residence. 
The measure would em­ 
power the Legislature to (I) 
determine the eligibility of 
homeowners to postpone 
property taxes by defining low 
and moderate income; (2) es­ 
tablish the period of time over 
which property taxes may be 


postponed and the manner of 
their repayment; (3) deter­ 
mine the rate of interest to be 
paid 
by 
p a r t i c i p a t i n g 
homeowners on the postponed 
taxes. 
The act would be elective. It 
would affect only those who 
choose to participate. Simply 
stated, the measure would 
allow low and moderate in­ 
come homeowners, age 62 and 
older, to defer, not forget, real 
estate taxes as long as they re­ 
main in their home. Upon sale 
of the home or the death of the 
homeowner, all backtaxes and 
interest would become due 
against the equity in the 
property. 
More than two-thirds of all 
older citizens own their own 
home. For many it represents 
their major tangible asset. To 
leave their residences late in 
life and move to new, less ex­ 
pensive housing, is a difficult 
and distressing decision and 
further complicates the short 
supply of such housing. 


We believe Proposition 13 is 
a humanitarian piece of 
legislation. It is voluntary. We 
support it. 


Washington calling by Jack Anderson 
The Shah rules 
torture 
by 


WASHINGTON - The Shah of Iran, as 
his contribution to the U.S. bicentennial 
celebration, flew 150 celebrities to Iran 
for a week of partying. 
The bicentennial visitors, ranging in 
glamor from actress Elizabeth Taylor to 
the Baroness Garnett Stackelberg, 
arrived aboard one of the Shah’s 747 
superjets. 
They were wined, 
dined and entertained 
in a splendor that 
rivaled the excesses of 
the Xerxes. By day, 
they were chauffeured 
to Iran’s assorted 
ruins and festivals. By, 
night, they drank 
ch am pagne 
and] 
w atch ed 
b e lly 
dancers. 
None of the dis­ 
tinguished Americans 
were invited, of course, to see Iran’s 
seamier side. But behind all the glitter, 
the Shah rules by torture and terror, 
which are the antithesis of the U.S. prin­ 
ciples he pretends to honor. 
The language of Iran’s constitution is 
as eloquent as the Declaration of 
Independence. But it contains a grim 
Catch 22; a clause states that Iran’s bill 
of rights is granted only “in conformity 
with the Law.” The Law has come to 
mean whatever the Shah determines it 
is. 
We have received documented com­ 
plaints of the Shah’s oppression. Under 
his tutelage, the SAVAR secret police 
have become increasingly harsh and 
cruel. The secret police answer only to 
the Shah who, in turn, has become more 
and more dependent upon them to keep 
him in power. 
For intelligence reports claim that his 
authoritarian rule and imperial airs are 
alienating his people, that he is 
dangerously isolated and aloof. 
The bicentennial luxury tour almost 
coincided, ironically, with the comple­ 
tion of a study by two world-renowned 
lawyers. They are William Butler of the 
New York Bar Association’s Human 
Rights Commission and Prof. Georges 
Levasseur of the University of Paris. 
Instead of taking an expenses-paid 
junket to the panoplies of Persepolis, 
they tried to find out about the conditions 
in the Shah’s prisons. Their study will be 
made public in a few days. 
“There can be no doubt that torture 
has been systematically practiced over a 
number of years against recalcitrant 
suspects,” Butler reports in his section 
of the study. 
He identifies the torturers as members 
of SAVAR, which “is accountable to no 
one except the Shah” and therefore, has 
become “a law unto itself.” 
Butler’s most sickening information 
came from a courageous Iranian poet, 
Reza Baraheni, who at great personal 
risk furnished a statement on his own 
observations in a SAVAR dungeon. He 
was “beaten, whipped and exposed to the 
sounds of screaming prisoners.” 
From his own experiences and talks 
with other inmates, the poet described 
how prisoners were lashed to the top of 


was

an iron, double-deck bed, which 
transformed into a human toaster. 
“With the heat coming from a torch or 
a small heater, they burn your back in 
order to extract information,” Baraheni 
confided. “Sometimes the burning is ex­ 
tended to the spine, as a result of which 
paralysis is certain. 
“There were also all sizes of whips 
hanging from nails on the walls. The 
electric batons stood on little stools. The 
nail-plucking instrument stood on (one) 
side. The gallows stood on the other 
side.”. 
The Iranian poet also described how 
“they hang you upside down and then 
someone beats you with a mace on your 
legs or uses the electric baton on your 
chest or on your genitals.” 
In other SAVAR torture rooms, which 
held Baraheni for 120 days, there are 
“weightcuffs that break your shoulders 
in less than two hours of horrible tor­ 
ture.” He also told of a “pressure device 
which imposes pressure upon the skull to 
the extent that you either tell them what 
they want or let your bones break into 
pieces.” 
The horror is compounded by these ad­ 
ditional startling revelations: 
— For SAVAR victims, there is no 
e 


iicial appeal. SAVAR officers actually 
ve "the power to act as ‘military 
magistrates,’” with the right to detain 
prisoners as long as they wish. 


— The SAVAR secret police, 200,000 
strong, have been “expertly trained by 
the Israeli Secret Service, the CIA and 
AID agents,” reports the study. 


— The SAVAR doesn’t restrict its ac­ 
tivities to Iraq but allegedly operates in 
other lands, including the United States. 
Charges Butler: SAVAR “operates 
throughout the world where Iranian stu­ 
dents congregate and where Iran may 
have a national interest.” 


— Levasseur, in milder terms, also 
denounces SAVAR’s disdain for legal 
rights “It operates its own prison for in­ 
terrogation of suspects and detainees,” 
according to the study. 


Rather than tour ancient ruins and

How to say it? 
What are the bases of the bitter drive 
to effect the nomination of Gerald Ford? 
It is a commonplace that men tend not to 
give up positions of power gladly. Thus in 
his address to Congress a few days after 
his accession to the presidency, Mr. 
Ford made a flirtatious remark about 
the number of times 
he might be address­ 
ing the Congress in 
joint session, and in­ 
stant ly there was 
speculation — though 
no detectable resent­ 
ment — that Mr. Ford 
would run again for 
Presi de nt. In due 
course it became ob­ 
vious that Mr. Ford 
would do exactly that, 
and 
m o s t 
of 
Republican 
Washington rallied to that enterprise as 
if it were the most natural thing to do. 
Well, it is the most natural thing to do, 
the inertial force of the incumbency be­ 
ing what it is. But it is only arguably the 
right thing to do. 
Beginning with Mr. Ford. What ends, 
other than his own gratification, does he 
seek to serve? 
It is well known that Gerald Ford 
never thought in terms of being Presi­ 
dent of the United States. His ambition 
was to become Speaker of the House of 
Representatives. The two posts call for 
very different qualities. As recently as a 
few years ago, Mr Ford had concluded 
that if the Republican Party did not 
organize Congress in time to give him 
the speakership within the near future, 
Ford would resign from the Congress to 
pursue a private career. Along came 
Richard Nixon who decided to name 
John Connally and get him approved by 
Congress. 
During the preceding years, Gerald 
Ford s name was never mentioned in 
connection with the presidency. There 
were no boomlets, let alone booms, for 
him in New Hampshire — or even in 
Oregon. Or even in Michigan. He became 
President because Richard Nixon 
decided He wanted Congressional sup­ 
port in his period of high stress. It is 
generally accepted that Mr. Ford’s pop­ 
ularity in Congress was calculated by 
Richard Nixon as a kind of insurance 
against capricious impeachment. 
On becoming president, Mr. Ford cam­ 
paigned vigorously for his own party, 
and presided over one of the most 
humiliating congressional defeats in re­ 
cent Republican history. Although it is 
not fair to blame this defeat on Ford, it is 
fair to conclude that Mr Ford is un­ 
touched by those numinous qualities of 
the leader who inspires the voters to 
back his party. Even the home con­ 
stituency of Mr. Ford was lost to a 
Democrat. 
In foreign affairs. Mr. Ford was pretty 
much the organ of Henry Kissinger’s 
ventriloquism, and everybody knew it, 
and everybody knows it. In domestic af­ 


fairs, Mr. Ford’s single important suc­ 
cess has been in pursuing a moderately 
non-inflationary economic program, 
whose architects — William Simon, 
Arthur Burns, and Alan Greenspan — 
were named by Richard Nixon to their 
respective offices. 
There was a series of vetoes, which 
one would have expected from a 
Republican president. There was a trip 
to China, without any apparent point to 
it. There was the loss of Indochina, and a 
rather pathetic attempt to persuade 
Congress to act to prevent that loss. 
There was the loss of Angola and, most 
recently, the identification of the one 
country against which the United States 
feels confident these days it can con­ 


solidate its foreign policy : the defeat of 
Rhodesia. 
What Am e ri c a n has found in 
Republicanism a new vision, according 
to the gospel of Ford? What has Mr. Ford 
done for his Party that could not be done 
by another Republican who moved up to 
the office through the traditional pro­ 
cess? 
Mr. Reagan, a single challenger, 
scored higher against an incumbent 
president in New Hampshire than any 
challenger in history. After a setback in 
Florida and Illinois, Mr. Reagan hit his 
stride, and Mr. Ford began what looks 
now like a collapse. What does this 
suggest? Why should Mr. Ford be 


ashamed? Or Washington Republicans 
resentful? 
Mr. Ford must be told, gently, that his 
ambition is entirely normal, his enjoy­ 
ment of the office quite understandable. 
But that he has no claim on that office, 
and that he must not resent those 
Republicans who, while wishing him all 
the best in the world, desire another in­ 
dividual to serve in the White House. The 
spastic tendency to back Gerald Ford is 
less a tribute to him that to the 
thoughtlessness of inertial action, that 
thoughtlessness which accepts the unex­ 
amined protocols of political society. 
One can only hope that Mr. Ford will 
realize this in time to effect his retreat 
gracefully.

Berry ’s World 
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‘I'll bet our Bicentennial was ten times better 
than their Bicentennial.” 
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BOSTON — (NEA) — A policeman 
warned me not to go into Roxbury, as he 
might warn me not to go into a burning 
building, with the alarm of one who has 
himself been burned. But my destination 
was Brookline, and Roxbury was on the 
way, and it is a free country, is it not? I 
drove into the Boston ghetto shortly 
before nightfall 
It is actually not so 
bad fo r a sl u m . 
Harlem has more peo­ 
ple, the South Bronx 
has more rats, and, for 
that matter, the park 
adjacent to the White 
House in Washington 
may cater to more 
stumbling bums. But 
Roxbury leads in ten­ 
sion at least, brought 
about by the endless 
school busing dispute, 
and particularly in recent weeks the 
sight of a white man s auto is enough to 
bring some residents to boil. 
I stopped at a light. Three kids at the 
curb made strange noises. I nodded, 
scowled and turned up my radio. Sudden­ 
ly two of the lads were on my hood, and 
the third was pouring Pabst on my 
windshield. 
“ Buzz off,” I said. 
They replied with equal eloquence 
And since my window was down, and 
my door now opened, I had no choice but 
to get out and continue the debate on 
what was for me, old Whitey and a 
stranger to these parts, decidedly alien 
turf. 
I was more than apprehensive about 
the turn of events. After two years of 
busing boycotts and racial friction, the 
Boston dilemma has gone from bad to 
worse, with violence emerging ever 
more often as the settlement of argu­ 
ments. In April there were IOO reported 
“racial incidents,” according to the 
careful language ot police statistics. 
Other fights and thumpings and rumbles 
are accomplished without recording Be­ 
ing beat up in Boston is getting to be the 
habit. 
Even as I stood there with the kids, a 
victim of this tension was in grave condi­ 
tion in a hospital following an almost un­ 
believable nightmare in Roxbury. The 
man had been driving through and was 


pulled out of his car by several people 
He was hit. knocked down, and then 
kicked by a crowd. At length somebody 
began striking him in the face with a 
cinder block, while a gathered audience 
cried for blood Even if the man does 
live, his face will not quite survive. 
It is not one-sided brutality here by any 
means Blacks and whites have been 
equally guilty and irresponsible as 
regards the city’s social humiliation. 
White simpletons have been known to 
stand on the edge of the black com­ 
munities spoiling for quick skirmishes. 
Black children have formed into gangs 
whose intention is to seek revenge for 
real or imagined white violations. Both 
sides have organized “marshal” forces, 
which in essence — and I am not being 
rhetorical — are little more than private 
and self-serving militias. 
All of this madness has presumably af 
fected the children more than the elders. 
Thousands have spent the past two years 
boycotting school and meanwhile clean­ 
ing bricks, or something, at 2.5 cents 
apiece. Thousands more have been 
educated only in the negative, that is in 
such subjects as bigotry and intolerance 
One parent, Joe Agricola, says it for 
many: “My kids never even knew the 
world nigger’ until this busing thing 
started It took 200 years to get rid of 
that word in this country, and now we 
learn it all over.” 


And for what? For a social experiment 
that, however well intentioned has, in 
Boston, forced terribly counterproduc­ 
tive results. School busing has fostered 
segregation rather than integration here, 
hate rather than brotherhood Surely the 
court-imposed mandate has become a 
ghastly mistake, and one only has to look 
in the angry eyes of three of its creations 
to see the lovely idea has utterly failed 
I don’t know what would have hap­ 
pened in my confrontation with the three 
kids had not the cop followed me into 
Roxbury. From reading the casualty list 
here, I assume I was most fortunate. The 
kids put the wind on both of us, but even­ 
tually retreated, leaving only the can of 
Pabst as a souvenir of what might have 
been. 


“Well?” the cop said. 
Well you were right, I answered. I 
guess it s not a free country.
